A dozen photographs of men were 
found in the boudoir of the model and 
these were taken by the detectives and 
are being closely guarded.. Meanwhile 
the ‘police are using every effort to as- 
certain just what relations existed be- 
tween the woman and these men, who 
appear to have been her intimate 
friends. / 

Robbery Not the Motive 

Capt. James Tate of the Detective 
Bureau said that, as far as his men 
were able to determine, the murderer 
was a man. That robbery was the mo- 
tive of the murderer is a theory that 
is not treated seriously by the police. 

Detectives are going on the theory 
that the woman was murdered by a 
men whom she knew and the bil 
followed a tense, heroic struggle on the 
woman’s part tv save her own life.

Asidve from the yprctograp':s held by 
the police, there are two define lines 
on which the detectives are basing their 
hope for a speedy capture of the mur- 
derer. Among the articles found in 
the boudoir was a man’s shirt stained 
and a collar. The shirt is an ordinary 
blue-striped shirt and of a 15 size. The 
collar is a 1544. On the collar is a finger 
print which has been reproduced and 
enlarged by the department. The mur- 
derer removed' all. marks of identifica- 
tion from the shirt. The cuff buttons 
also were removed. 

Her Maid Is Missing. 

There was gossip around the neigh- 
borhood that Mrs. Roberts had one 
friend, who was known as her New 
York friend. This man came at stated 
intervals, but there were many a 
visitors to the house. The janitor says 
he has no key to the rooms, that the 
apartments were kept in order by the 
‘‘model’s’’ own maid, known as Eleanor, 
who has not been found by the police, 
and that Mrs. Roberts had six keys for 
tnese particular rooms. 

The police have established that there 
were many callers, among them men 
prominent in the social and business 
life of the city; at the model’s apart- 
ments, and neighbors aver that there 
was frequently much merriment in evi- 
dence there. 

The janitor, went over in detail the 
incidents leading up to the discovery of 
the body. He said that on Saturday 
night about 10 o’clock Miss Bessie Col- 
bert, a sister of the slain woman, called 
him and told him that she had been try- 
ing all day to get her sister on.the 
telephone and had not succeeded. 

The janitor then raised the window 
and crawled into the apartment.

Dead for Many Hours. 

It was apparent that the woman had 
been dead for many hours. Further- 
more, all the rooms were in a state of 
disorder. Dishes and glassware lay 
broken on the floor. Chairs were over- 
turned. On one of the front windows 
&8 well as on a side window of an inner 
room, there were stains. The woman's 
skull was crushed and there was a clot 
on the back of her head. In her right 
hand were found several black hairs. 
She is believed to have grappled with 
her assailant by grabbing his hair.

HEMPSTEAD, N. Y., Jan. 1.—Five of 
the eight army aviators who flew froin 
the field here saturday to Philadelphia 
in a qualification test for Government 
pilot licenses, ret:rned yesterday atter 
having suffered severely from the cold 
cn their 115-rrile trip at an altitude of 
from 5000 to 8000 feet. 

Sergt. W. H. Blakely, flight instructor, 
with C. H. Reynolds as a passenger, in.

While the New Year was joyously and 
hilariously greeted in St. Louis, there 
was less liquid stimulus to the enthu- 
siasm than ever béfore, as many hotel 
and cafe proprietors are sorrowfully 
ready to testify. Rank after rank of 
wine bottles, drawn up as a reserve 
force, remained in the trenches through- 
out the action and the champagne cork 
artillery didn’t make enough noise to 
silence a battery of cowbells. 

A surprisingly small amount of cham- 
pagne was consumed and. the revelers 
reveled in the good things which are 
tangible to the knife and. fork rather 
than to thogé effervescent and ephemeral 
products of the vine which can be spilt 
on an unprotected and defenseless shirt- 
front. 

The fact that New Year's Eve fell on 
Sunday had much to do with this un- 
usual dryness. Those who expected the 
lid to be lifted were grievously disap- 
pointed. It was tilted a bit—that’s all. 
Under the law, drinks could not be 
served until midnight, and then only for 
one hour. In some cases there was 
furtive serving of drinks in teacups be- 
fore the prescribed hour, but this did 
riot appeal to many of the diners. 

A Precious Wet Hour. 

Hotel and cafe proprietors were slow 
to take the initiative in violating the 
excise regulations. Orders were taken aa 
early as 9:30 p. m., but the persons giv- 
ing them were told there could be no 
serving of drinks until midnight. As a 
matter of fact the wine was taken to 
the tables shortly befere midnight so 
that no time would be lost in the one 
precious wet hour. 

At several hotels and cafes, those who 
ordered wine in advance before 1 a. m. 
were permitted to remain at the tables 
and drink it after that hour. Most of 
the cafe parties broke yp about 3 a. m., 
but at the Jefferson Hotel, always the 
scene of the gayest public party in town, 
the celebrators remained until 5 o'clock, 

And saddest circumstance of all from 
the standpoint of the hotel and cafe 
proprietors was that nearly all of the 
wine consumed was of domestic vintage, 
which doesn’t tickle the cash register 
nearly so much as the foreign kind. 

After a lapse of 10 years or move'the 
custom of ‘‘New Year calling’ was re- 
sumed in St. Louls today. Parties of 
young men, properly organized fer the 
occasion, went about in automobiles 
calling on young women, who had made 
it known that they would keep ‘“‘opén 


house.” 
Crowds Gather agi 
As early as 9 o'clock last night, crowds 


began to gather east of Twelfth 
street, and paarde up and down, 
trailing bells on the pavement 
and tooting horne. Scores of au- 
tomobliies had cowhbells tied: to the 
rear axies, and the bells bumped along 
the street, acding to the din. By. a 
o'clock the noise was at its height. Nu- 
merous parties of men sought out Jd 
clubs and réar entrances, and soon ap- 
peared singing on the streets. 

At one time three separate quartets 
were warbling at Seventh and Pine 


streets in competition with one another, | 


One was singing a ragtime baliad en- 
titled, “I Love to See Dear Old Mother 
Work,” the second one was attempting 
“America,” while the third, forgetting | “"* 
that Chrismas was six days past, raised 
their voices in “Adeste Fidelis,” (Come 
All Ye Faithful). 

The crowds were siow in gathering om 
the cafes, doubtless due to the “act that 
Cher of Police roung had ‘stated that 


! 


At several places the crowds 
were below normal. From 9 o'clock un- 
til midnight dinner was served in all 
‘uafes, and the festival spirit increased 
until midnight, when lights were flashed 
out everywhere,-and the nolse-making 
was at its height. 

Ten minutes before the old year passed 
away, a funeral march was played at 
the Jefferson Hotel, and on the stroke 
of the hour the lights were switched off 
for 20 seconds while reveille was sounded 
on bugles, and the words, “Happy New 
Year 1917,"" were flashed on the wall. 
Then a shout ‘arose in the crowded 
dining rooms and lobby, and when the 
lights were on again wine glasses were 
raised. 

As early as 9% o’clock the Hotel Jef- 
ferson management stationed clerks, de- 
tectives and policemen at the doors with 
instructions to admit none without cards 
given with table reservations. This Was 
done to prevent the large influx of per- 
sons from other cafes who for several 
years past have gone there after mid- 
night to meet friends and dance. 

Chimpanzee Star Dances. 

Dancing began shortly after midnight 
in the lobby, Which was decorated with 
red streamers and tiny Christmas bells. 
There was much applause when a wom- 
an member of a vaudeville company 
danced with a trained chimpanzee. 

By 12:30 the first rush from other ho- 
tels and cafes was made upon the Jef- 
ferson. Scores of men and women in 
evening dress alighted from sautomo- 
biles and sought admittance. Six po- 
licemen directed them to the head clerk 
and the house detective, on guard at 
the entrances. 

“Show your cards, please,” 
courteous request made. 

Not one in a hundred had cards, but 
each and every purty loudly protested 
that he or she was to meet a friend in- 
side. Sbdon the crowd increased, until 
the space in front of the three Twelfth 
street entrances Was jammed with men 
and women toudiy calling, “Open the 
door and let us in.’ 

Protests were voiced when the house 
detective announced that admission 
cards were necessary.

Spartan prisoners should perish, a new 
and inexpiable ground of quarrel wouid 
be added. Nor was it only the good will 
and gratitude of the Spartans which 
Acnens would earn by accepting peace, 
they said; she would further acquire 
the glory of conferring peace upon all 
Greece, which Sparta would join with 
her to preserve hereafter. 
Wanted Commission Named. 

The unscrupulous Cleon, replying, re- 
minded the Athenians of the humiliating 
truce which they had previously been 
compelled to accept and declared that 
1.0W was the time to recover what was 
then lost—Nisaea, Pegae, Aroezon and 
Achaia. The Spartan envoys remained 
Silent as to this point but urged the 
raming of commissioners, who might 
discuss freely and deliberately suitable 
terms for pacification. 

‘Cleon, thereupon, indignantly de- 
rounced them, declaring that he had 
suspected from the first that their pur- 
peses were dishonest, but now the thing 
was clear—nothing else could be meant 
by this desire to treat with some few 
men, apart from the general public. If 
they really had any fair proposition to 
make he called upon them to announce 
it publicly, so that all might hear. 


Probably Have Full Powers. 
Thucydides tells us that the Spartan 


envoys had probably come with full 
powers, but that to have announced 
openly the concessions they were ready 
tc make‘*would have rendered negotia- 
tions impossible, besides dishonoring 
them in the face of their allies. Such 
dishonor would be incurred. too, without 
ény advantage, if the Athenians should 
after all reject the terms, which seemed 
probable. 

The mission was thus ended, the en- 
voys returned to Sparta and the war 
was resumed, destined to go on for 20 
years more. The Spartans fought with 
a renewed spirit of vengeance and after 
tragic vicissitudes, gradually overcame 
their enemies. By 404 B. C. the walls 
of Athens had been thrown down, the 


Athenian fleet had been captured and 


the Athenians themselves, including the 
historian Thucydides, were subjected to 
the most savage rule by the Thirty 
Tyrants, under the Spartan Admiral 
Lysander. 

The history of Greece from this period 
is one of rapid decline, ending in its 
Subjection to Rome as a tributary prov- 
ince.

O the student of classical history 
T the present stage in the great war 
strongly suggests the peace over- 
tures of Sparta to Athens, during the 
Peloponnesian War, 23 centuries ago, che 
rejection of which marked the beginning 
of the end of Athenian greatness. 

The war itself, which lasted 23 years, 
was a struggle between the two power- 
ful Greek city-states for Hellenic domi- 
nance, and in its purposes was not un- 
like the Austro-Prussian War of 1366 
for leadership in the German confedera- 
tion. 

Under the wise and brilliant Pericles, 
Athens had become the first city in the 
world in wealth, power and architectur- 
al beauty. Its steady and ambitious 
growth was viewed by the rival city of 
Sparta with increasing alarm, until in 
431 B. C., repudiating the Thirty Years’ 
Truce of 14 years before, Sparta re- 
solved upon war to retain her former 
dominant position. 

The parallel begins with Pericles, who 
has been likened in prudence and 3a- 
gacity to Asquith, and who was over- 
thrown when reverses came to Ath- 
enian arms, by the demagogue, Cleon, 
whom the-historian, Thucydides, calls, 
‘in all respects, the most violent man 
in the State.’ 

Sea Supremacy Began to Tell. 

In the seventh year of the war, when 
Athenian naval superiority began to ‘ell 
in its blockading operations in the Pelo- 
ponnesian Peninsula, the Spartan eph- 
ors, or magistrates, concluded an ar- 
mistice with the Athenian Admiral 
Eurymedon for the purpose of sending a 
peace mission to Athens, meantime su->- 
rendering the Spartan fleet as a pledge 
of good faith. 

Conveyed to Athens in one of the ene- 
my’s triremes the envoys appeared per- 
sonally before the Assembly and humbly 
requested the appointment of commis- 
sioners who might conclude a peace. 
By doing this now, they said, Athens 
might make a peace far more durable 
than one founded on the extorted com- 
pliances of a weakened enemy, because 
it would rest upon Spartan honor and 
gratitude.

Greek King, Replying to Wilson, 
Would Aid in Promoting Peace, 
ATHENS, Jan. 1.—King Constantine 

summoned Garrett Droppers, the 

American Minister, to the palace Sat- 

urday and -communicated to him the 

text of the Ureek reply to President 

Wilson’s peace note. 

In the reply the King associates him- 
self with the President in willing- 
ness to do all in his power to pro- 
mote peace. The note recites the suf- 
ferings of Greece at the hands of the 
belligerents on both sides, while the 
nation has been endeavoring to main- 
tain neutrality. It adds that Greece 
bas endured greater hardships from 
the war than any other neutral and 
desires the vonsummation of peace. 

The text of the King’s message fol- 
lows: 

“I wish to express, Mr. Presidei, 
reelings of sincere admiration and live- 
ly sympathy for the generous initia- 
tive you bave just taken with the view 
to ascertaning whether the moment is 
not propitious for a negotiable enu of 
the bloody struggle raging on earth. 

“Coming from tre wise «tatesmen 
who, tn a period so critical for hu- 
manity, is placed at the head of the 
great American republic, this humani- 
tarian effort. dictated by a spirit. of 
woe md tmoeking to 
an honorable peace for all, cannot but 
contribute greatly towards hastening 
re-establishment of normal life and as- 
suring through a stable state of inter. 
national relations the revolution of hu- 
imanity towards that progress wherein 
the United States of America always 
so largely shares.” 

Then fo''ows a recit-' of the trials 
Greece has suffere. from the war, 
which, on account of the censorship, ft 
is useless to attempt to cable. The 
King’s message ends as follows: 
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the course of the bloody world tragedy 
of. which we are witnesses. 
“CONSTANTINE.”

1917 WITH SALVOS 
“FROM GIANT GUNS 


Weapons Big and Small Fire at 
Germans One Round, Then 
Nine, Then One, Then Seven. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, via London, Jan. J.—The ar- 
rival of 1917 was welcomed en the West- 
front by the British and French sol- 
diers as a beginning of the end of the 
great world war. There’ may be vary- 
ing views and theories as to how the 
end is to be brought about, but there ts 
no question that throughout the British 
army there is a conviction that the next 
12 months will bring a victorious peace 
to the allies. : 

Opinion among the British and French 
fighters as to how the war wi'!l end is 
divided. One class believes Germany 
will be willing to grant extreme conces- 
sions and another that only military 
pressure will bring thern the fruits of 
victory. Both schools are agreed that 
this is the decisive year. 

Little Ceremony Along Front. 

On most sectors of the British front 
the New Year caused little ceremony. 
So. many flares.and rockets are sent up 
from the trenches on these long, dark 
winter nights that it is impossible to 
say how many of these tonight were in 
honor of 1917. There is one sector, how- 
over, where the British artillery fol- 
lowed the practice adopted last year of 
welcoming Jan. 1 with.salvos against 
their enemy from guns of all calibers. 
Along this front everythng from ma- 
chine guns to the biggest of the heavies 
joined in firing first one round, then 
nine, then one and finaily seven. 

Make Sure of the Time. 

In sending this fiery greeting to the 
Germans there was a further complica- 
tion of difference in time, the Germans 
observing continental time, which is one 
hour ahead of the British and French 
clocks. ‘To avoid all doubt, the British 
artillery

MUCH LEGISLATION 


Bills Affecting St. Louis 
Kansas City to Be Urged 
Upon Legislature. 


and 


A great number of’ bills affecting St. 
Louis and Kansas City will be intro- 
duced in the General Assembly at Jef- 
ferson City this winter by ‘social and 
organizations. 

Among the bills to be submitted by 
the Civic League and affiliated organ- 
izations are: 

One providing for the nomination 
by petition only, .on nonpartisan, 
tickets, of all elective muncipal of- 
ficers of St. Louis. 

One providing for proportional, 
representation in the Board of Alder- 
men, so that each big group of .n- 
terests in the city will be represented. 

A bill to make the members of the. 
Board of Education appointive by 
the Mayor instead of elective, after 
the Democratic and Republican City 
Committees have selected the candj- 
dates for a bipartisan ticket. 

A bill revising the election laws by 
giving the Board of Election Com- 
missioners sole power to appoint, 
judges and clerks of election, with- 
out consulting party committees, 

A home rule bill, providing for local 
control instead of control by the 
Governor, of the police and excise 
departments. 

The State Committee for Social Leg- 
islation ‘will cause to be introduced: 

A bill for the supervision by the 
State of private charities. 

A bill providing a minimum wage 

for women. 

A bill changing the fee system of 
the State Factory Inspector’s office 
and extending the authority of the 
office to make inspections in towns 
of less than 10,000 populatiog. 

This committee, of which E. M. Gross- 
man is chairman and Louis F. Budenz 
(is secretary, will also lend its support 
to bills providing for a children’s code, 
workingmen’s compensation, and a State 
Constitutional Convention. Among the 
organizations affiliated with the com- 
mittee are the Missouri Sunday School 
Association, Mothers’ Congress, Wom- 
en’s Christian Temperance Union, Mis- 
souri Nurses’ Association, State Medical 
Society, State Conference for Social 
Welfare, St. Louis Social Service Con- 
ference, Kansas City Social Service 
Conference, St. Joseph Social Workers’ 
Club, State Society for Social Hygiene, 
Consumers’ League, State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, and the St. Louis Con- 
ference of Federations. 

The committee will have a representa- 
tive at Jefferson City during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature to keep in touch 
with the bills and to further their pas- 
sage. 

The Kansas City Good Government 
League will co-operate with the Civic 
League of St. Louis to procure home 
rule legislation for the two cities and 
the passage of ‘election revision laws.

LIVES IN ASYLUM 
FRE IN CANADA 


Many Leap From High Win- 
dows at St. Ferdinand de 
Halifax. 


QUEBEC, Jan. 1.—Sisters of Charity 
were without outside aid in rescuing 


inmates of the St. Ferdinand de Hali- 
fax Insane Asylum at St. Ferdinand de 
Halifax, Megantic County, when fire 
destroyed the building late ~.Saturday 
night, resulting in the death of #% 
women inmates and one sister. 

The old building was in a remote dis- 
trict, far from other habitations, and 
not a single man reached the place 
until after the 44 women had perished 
and the sisters had saved the remaining 
13 inmates and 3% girls attending a 
school conducted in a wing of the struc- 
ture, 

Advices received here today indicated 
that the loss would not exceed $100,000. 
The cause of the fire was not known. 

St. Ferdinand de Halifax is in an al- 
most inaccessible section of the prov- 
ince. The fire started while the in- 
mates were asleep and apparently spread 
rapidly. 

The inmates of the asylum were un- 
controllable and many of them were 
said to have leaped from high windows. 
Others, in bewilderment, crouched in ter- 
ror near the windows until the flames 
caught them. 

Owing to the intensely cold weather, 
the mercury registering 20 below zero, 
the water in the hydrants about the 
building was frozen and little could be 
done to stay the progress of the flames. 

Many of the girls who fled from the 
scene were located by villagers, who 
took them to their homes.
